Boston, Jan. 6, 1908.—During the latter part of last week it was 
rumored in local trade circles that Theodore P. Burgess had sev 
ered his,connection with the Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company at 
3erlin, N. H. Mr. Burgess was seen at the company’s Boston office 
during the day by your correspondent, but he would neither deny 
nor affirm as true the statement, referring the writer instead to 
Herbert J. Brown, of Portland, Me., treasurer of the Berlin Mills 
Company. 

While not being able to quote anything from Herbert J. Brown 
personally, the Portland Evening Express, under date of January 
3, is authority for the stgtement that the Berlin Mills Company 
now controls the Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company. 

Since the plant of the Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company was 
erected some fifteen years ago Theodore P. Burgess, after whom 
the plant was named, has been acting as treasurer and manager of 
the company. It is claimed that Mr. Burgess had a personal in- 
vestment of $60,000 in the business, the other financial backers 
being the Browns, owners of the Berlin Mills Company, and the 
Blood estate of Manchester, N. H. Since the organization of the 
company the plant has been considerably enlarged, a million or 
more of cash having since been invested, so that the Burgess Sul- 
phite Company of today is the largest concern of its kind in the 
country, with a daily producing capacity of 400 tons bleached and 
unbleached sulphite. 

Just what Mr. Burgess realizes as a condition of his withdrawal 
from the company is not made public. The report is current that 
Herbert J. Brown, of Portland, Me., treasurer of the Berlin Mills 
Company, will hereafter be general manager and treasurer of the 
Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company, and that the Boston office will 
be discontinued, and the larger part of the office force will have 
quarters at the offices of the Berlin Mills Company in Portland.

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PUBLIC PRINTER’S SPECIFICATIONS. 


While There Is Little Change in the Rules This Year, All Pros- 
pective Bidders Should Read the Specifications—Ship- 
ping Requirements Changed—The Signature to Bonds. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Wasuinoton, D. C., January 6, 1908.—The rules governing the 
proposals for paper for the Government 
the the 


Printing Office are, in 
main, same as they were last year. No change is to be 
noted from the requirements as they appeared on pages 7 and 8 
of THe Paper Trave JourNAL, issue January 10, 1907, until we 
come to the requirements governing the shipment of paper, where 
there are some modifications. The requirements in connection with 
the proposals to be opened on the 23d in this respect are as fol- 
lows: 

All paper, manila tag board and bristol board furnished in rolls 
must, in addition to the regular mill wrapping, be protected at 


both ends of the rolls by board ends. One head—the bottom— 


must be made of double thickness board, that is, two pieces of 
lumber of seven-eighth inch thickness, fastened together with 
screws; the top head must be of one piece, seven-eighths of an 
inch in thickness, with a batten 8 inches wide and seven-eighths of 
an inch thick, fastened across the centre of the head with screws 
Wooden heads must project over the edge of the paper at least 
1% inches all round, i. e., if the roll of paper measures 22 inches 


in diameter, each wooden head must measure 25 inches in diameter 
These heads must be securely fastened with iron rods extending 
through the cores and the wooden heads. These irpn rods must 
be five-eighths of an inch in diameter and of proper length, headed 


at one end and screw thread-with nut to fit at the other end. An 


iron washer of 2 inches minimum diameter with five-eighths of an 
inch opening must be used on the rods, one between the rod head 
and the board head, and the other on the rod between the screw 
nut and the board head. These wooden heads, after being fastened 
on the roll with this iron rod, must be secured by not less than 
four wooden strips 4 inches wide and seven-eighths of an inch 
thick on opposite sides, of the roll, and each nailed to the top 
and to the bottom head. The contractor must furnish the iron 
rods, nuts, washers, board heads and wooden strips, and they are 
to be returned to him at his, the contractor’s, expense. 

The other requirements are practically the same as last year, 
but in connection with the cash discount that will be allowed by 
the contractor if setthement is made within ten days after the re- 
ceipt of the paper at the Government Printing Office, to which are 
added the words “and its inspection, approval and acceptance by 
the Public Printer.” 

The bond must be signed by the principal as well as the sureties. 
The first certificate must be signed by the judge or the clerk of 
a court of record, whether the sureties are individuals or bonding 
companies. The second certificate must be furnished, even though 
the bidder is known to the Joint Committee on Printing or the 
Government Printing Office as a manufacturer or dealer

Book Papers Dandy Rolls Cylinder Molds Grille Work 
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USING SAWMILL WASTE FOR PULP. 


Our Consul at Vancouver, B. C., Reports on a Successful Process 
Now in Use for Turning the Waste, Even of Douglas Fir and 
Other Resinous Woods, into Pulp—The Details Given. 


A report from Consul L. Edwin Dudley, of Vancouver, states 
that unusual interest is manifested in a new $1,000,000 company 
organized in that British Columbian city, owing to the fact that it 
will use the vast waste material from the saw and shingle mills, 
including the sawdust, which is now burned at some expense to 
prevent large accumulation. The consul explains the plans and 
the proposed processes: 

“This company first contemplated the establishment of its plant 
at Aberdeen, Wash., but was forced to abandon that location, be- 
cause it was found that the supply of fresh water was insufficient. 
After a thorough investigation it finally arranged for the purchase 
of 80 acres opposite Gambier Island on Howe Sound, 20 miles 
from Vancouver, at the entrance of Rainy River, where there is 
an abundant supply of water at all seasons. By utilizing the water, 
power of the Rainy River the company will develop sufficient 
water power for mechanical and domestic use, and for a series of 
mechanical grinders for the manufacture of ground wood, which 
is used to supplement chemical fibre in the manufacture of paper. 
The plan is to convey the refuse of the local mills, of which there 
is said to be 3,000 tons in this vicinity, in specially prepared scows 
to the plant, where the entire mass is to be disintegrated into suit- 
able fineness for conversion’into wood pulp. This wjll eliminate 
the expense incident to the use of uniform cut wood, which is said 
to be the only method now in, general use by the paper mills 
throughout eastern Canada and the United States. 

“One of the innovations of the new company is a patented process 
whereby it can use Douglas fir and other resinous woods in the 
manufacture of wood pulp. Paper makers in the past have never 
been able to use woods containing pitch and resin for paper pur- 
poses, owing to the difficulty in separating the cellulose from the 
pitch, resin and essential oils; by the new process all those parts 
are passed off in vapor and the fibre is recovered by subjecting the 
mass to a system of pressing. 

“The company now has in operation in Vancouver a complete 
but small plant for the manufacturing of pulp and paper, which 
fully demonstrates the process, and which is both ingenious and 
simple. The wood is first placed in what is known as a chipping 
machine and reduced to small shavings, the shavings pass up a 
flume and enter a digester, which consists of a large perpendicular, 
copper lined circular reservoir that ordinarily ranges from 8 to 12 
feet in diameter and 24 to 48 feet in height. The digester is filled 
with a solution of caustic soda, and the entire mass of shavings, 
ranging from 8 to 10 tons, is thoroughly cooked under a high 
pressure of steam for several hours, until the cellulose is thor- 
oughly released. 

“The mushy black mass is then removed to the draining floor or 
press, where the caustic soda is separated as much as possible 
from the fibre. The material then passes to the beating machine, 
which consists of a wooden or metal tub 10 or 15 feet long, with 
round ends, on the centre of which is a partition called mid- 
feather, A roller is provided with knives, and it revolves over a 
bedplate of similar knives. The distance between the bedplate and 
the roller is regulated by a wheel and screw. The pulp, after it 
passes between the bedplate and the roller, flaws down the back- 
fall and around the midfeather back to the starting point. The 
machine is also provided with a washing cylinder, which is so 
that as it revolves it scoops up the water, which flows 
through its axis; the pulp is kept out by a fine wire gauze sur- 
rounding the cylinder. A large quantity of water is admitted into 
the beater, which is removed by the drum washer, and the pulp 
is in this manner rapidly cleansed. - 


made 


“During the process of the beating this pulp is colored or bleached 
to any color desired. The bleaching is accomplished by a solution 
of chloride of lime. After passing through the beating engine the 
whole mass is run through a Jordan refining engine. This ma- 
chine consists of a stationary hollow comb, mounted with knives 
on the inside, which fit over a solid rapidly revolving comb mounted 
with similar knives on the outside. The pulp passes between the 
combs, and the knives can be brought close together or separated 
with great accuracy, so that the degree of fineness of the pulp can 
be adjusted. The material is then run into what is known as a 
pulp pit, where it is taken up by the large Fourdrinier machines 
and run into mechantable paper of different character and fineness, 

“The plant, as outlined, will have a capacity of 360 tons of fin- 
ished material per week, consisting of 200 tons of news and 160 
tons of manila, wrapping, box boards, building paper, etc. In ad- 
dition to the local trade the company proposes entering the mar- 
kets of Australia and New Zealand, Japan and the western United 
States. 

“As the writer witnessed the working of this exhibition machin- 
ery, the thought occurred that there are many uses for cellulose. 
The new apparatus seems to have demonstrated the practicability 
of converting the waste of fir and cedar into cellulose at an ex- 
pense which may enable other possessors of this material to follow 
the process described.”

The Downs-Plum Company, which was incorporated under the 
laws of New Jersey last week, has succeeded to the business of the 
George W. Downs Company, manufacturer of box boards, with a 
mill at Newark, N. J. The new corporation is capitalized at $100,- 
ooo. The directors are George W. Downs, William T. Plum and 
Harry P. Downs. 

The business which the new company has taken over was estab- 
lished over ten years ago by George W. Downs, who is well 
known in the box. board trade. The company’s mill, which has 
been down for repairs for some time, will soon be started up with 
a production of 25 tons of board per day. 

W. T. Plum, who is associated with Mr. Downs, is familiar with 
the paper and board business, having been connected for many 
years with the wholesale paper business conducted by his father, 
Matthies Plum, of Newark, N. J. Harry P. Downs is a son of 
George W. Downs. 

The officers of the new company are: President, George W. 
Downs; vice president and treasurer, William T. Plum; secretary, 
Harry P. Downs. 


New Pulp Products Company Incorporated,

TRADERS’ CREDITORS’ AGREEMENT. 


The Terms of the Plan of Operation Put in Legal Shape and 
Sent to All Creditors for Signature—If Approved 
Trustees Will Run the Plant at Bogota, N. J. 


(he agreement which will make possible the operation of the 
mill of the Traders Paper Board Company at Bogota, N. J., under 
the reorganization plan of the creditors’ committee, was mailed 
last week to the stockholders, secured and unsecured creditors of 
the company for the necessary signatures. The agreement is 
drawn between five members of the creditors’ committee acting as 
trustees and the stockholders and creditors of the company. 

he general form of the agreement was the subject of consid- 
erable discussion among the stockholders and creditors. Because 
of its lengthy and rather complicated phraseology some of the 
creditors have taken exception to it on the ground of ambiguity 
to the laymar 

The salient points of the agreement are as follows: 

The agreement shall not become effective until it has been 
signed by stockholders holding at least two-thirds in par value 
amount of both the common capital and preferred stock of the 
company outstanding and by secured and unsecured creditors hold- 
ing claims aggregating 95 per cent. of the indebtedness of the com- 
pany now existing 

\fter the agreement becomes operative the trustees are to bring 
about the immediate termination’ of all legal proceedings against 
the company, whether in bankruptcy or otherwise, to procure an 
accounting and discharge of the receiver and the return to the 
company of all its property, franchises and business. The trustees 
are to elect themselves directors and are to continue as such dur- 
ing the existence of the agreement. In case of any vacancy or 
vacancies in the board of directors for any reason the vacancy or 
vacancies can be filled by the remaining directors according to the 
bylaws of the company 

The directors after their election are to take full charge of the 
property and business of the company and operate and manage 
the property and business for the benefit of all stockholders and 
creditors. The directors have the privilege of legally changing, 
altering or amending the bylaws of the company. 

The directors are to elect such officers as they may think ad- 
visable and in accordance with the law. The appointment of a 
thoroughly competent, experienced paper board manufacturer not 
connected with any competitive paper board interests will be made 
who shall, under control and direction of the officers and directors, 
take gener.! charge of and manage the company’s manufacturing 
plant and the general conduct of the business. 

(he directors are to make such repairs, alterations or additions 
to the plant as in their judgment may be desirable and“necessary 
for the economical operation of the mill. These changes are not 
to exceed in cost the sum of $10,000, which is to be paid out of 
the assets or earnings of the company. 

Interest will be paid on the bonds of the company which have 
been purchased, but not on any bonds held by secured creditors as 
collateral unless such holders exchange the notes which they now 
hold with accrued interest for bonds of the company at par, plus 
any interest accrued since previous date for the payment of in- 
terest. The notes of the conipany which are exchanged in this 
manner will be retired and cancelled, and the bonds which have 
been accepted for the notes will bear interest from the time of the 
exchange, and which shall be paid by the directors. 

\ll the net profits growing out of the business of the company 
after all necessary payments have been made in connection with 
the property of the company prior to its mortgage bonds will be 
applied pro rata to the payment of the claims of the unsecured 


creditors 
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During the period of extension on the claims of secured and 
unsecured creditors no payments of the principal sum of secured 
creditors’ claims will be made until the unsecured creditors have 
been paid in full. After this is done accrued interest at the rate 
of 6 per cent. will be paid pro rata on the claims of both the se 
cured and unsecured creditors, 

Three months from the date upon which the trustees as duly 
elected directors of the company take charge a full and accurate 
accounting of all the operations of the plant and business will be 
made to the creditors and stockholders, If the operations during 
that period show a net loss the directors may in their discretion 
shut the plant down, providing the loss does not exceed $10,000. 
At the end of the second three months’ period if a loss is shown 
the plant is to be permanently discontinued and the agreement 
terminates. 

If at any time an accounting is made to ascertain the net profit 
or loss in the operations of the plant, the cost of changes, repairs 
and additions to the plant which the directors may be authorized 
to make shall not be charged to operating expenses, but are to 
be considered as an asset. No accounting is to be made until the 
lapse of three full months; this excludes the time which the plant 
may be shut down for changes, repairs or additions. Charges for 
the depreciation of the company’s plant shall not be made against 
or deducted from the earnings of the company in any accounting 
made. The directors can make such expenditures as may be nec- 
essary for the maintenance of the plant of the company. The 
charges for such repairs are to be charged against the earnings 
of the company, 

Any losses resulting from the operation of the plant, including 
the cost of changes, repairs and additions, are to be made good 
by pro rata payments by the stockholders and the secured and un- 
secured creditors. The creditors, both secured and unsecured, 
are to contribute for that purpose according to the amounts of 
the principal sum of their respective claims. The stockholders 
are to contribute according to the par value of the stock which 
they hold or own. At the end of the six months period the di- 
rectors will compute the necessary amounts to be paid by the 
stockholders and creditors to make good any loss, and will notify 
them as to the amount required from each. Contributions must 
be paid within ten days. Unsecured creditors may deduct their 
payment from the amount of their claims by turning over a signed 
receipt for such to the directors. No creditor will be called upon 
to make a contribution in excess of his claim. 

The stockholders must transfer their stock to the trustees duly 
indorsed in blank, and accept in return the receipt of the trustees 
for same. The trustees are granted the right to exercise the same 
privileges as the owners of the stock, and are also entitled to vote 
thereon and have it transferred to their own names on the books 
of the company, If any difference should arise in regard to the 
voting of the stock by the trustees the same is to be decided by a 
majority vote among themselves. In case the agreement is ter- 
minated for any reason the stock thus held is to be returned to 
the stockholders. 

The secured and unsecured creditors must extend the time for 
the payment of their claims until December 31, 1908. In case a 
payment of 30 per cent. is made on the claims of the secured and 
unsecured creditors on or before the date already mentioned the 
time of full payment of all claims may be further extended to 
December 31, 1909. Secured creditors must not dispose of any 
security held by them for payment of their claims, The secured 
and unsecured creditors are to furnish the trustees with any in- 
formation they may desire in regard to their claims. 

The trustees are to receive no compensation as directors of the 
company. None of the officers elected by the trustees as directors 
shall receive any pay for their services. The expense incurred by 
the directors and trustees in putting the agreement into operation is

TRADERS’ CREDITORS’ AGREEMENT. 


(Continued from page 14.) 
to be paid by the company. The payments necessary to terminate 
all legal proceedings affecting the company and the reasonable ex- 
penses of the creditors’ committee is to be paid by the company. 

The trustees as such or as directors of the company are not to 
assume any responsibility for the carrying out or the terms or 
provisions of the agreement. They are not to be held liable either 
individually or collectively as trustees or directors except for 
negligence or fraud. 

The trustees by a four-fifths vote of their number may at any 
time terminate the agreement before the previously agreed time 
of expiration, The agreement expires on December 31, 1908, unless 
it is extended to December 31, 1909, by the payment’ of 30 per cent. 
of the claims of the unsecured creditors. It can also be terminated 
by the payment in full of the claims of the unsecured creditors. 

The agreement contains nothing which will prevent any stock- 
holder from applying to any court having jurisdiction in the mat- 
ter for any relief he may deem himself entitled to.

Business at Toronto in Healthy State.

Toronto, Canada, January 6, 1908.—People seem to have given 
up talking about money stringency, and to have gone back to get- 
ting all the business they can.

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SCRAGGS’ DICTIONARY OF PAPER MAKING. 


The Invention of the Guide Roll a Big Salvation Asset to 
Machine Tenders, Who Before That Year of Grace 
Were Fast Swelling the Army of Lost Souls. 


G 

Guide Roll—The guide roll on a paper machine guides and 
keep in proper position anything which runs upon it, or at least 
ii is supposed to do so. The roll itself is similar to other rolls 
on the machine, but it has attached to it a piece of mechanism 
which operates it, whichever way it should change its position. 
In the old days of paper making, when the guide roll was oper 
ated by hand, the machine tender carried on his mind a load that 
would cause some of our modern machine tenders to decide that 
paper making was not in their line. When the safety or life of 
the wire depended upon the machine tender’s ability to operate 
the guide roll of the wire it was putting a good deal upon the 
machine tender, for the wire is the most costly part of the ma- 
chine’s clothing. The machine tenders of that time must have been 
a very thoughtful set of men, and one of their most constant 
thoughts was the guide roll. For instance, one of them would 
come on “tour” to relieve his mate, who would say, “That wire 
ain't been runnin’ steady, Jim; you'll have to keep a steady eye on 
it.” And one of the first things Jim would do would be to hustle 
cown to the wire and note the position of the guide roll and 
the wire. He would probably find the wire running over the 
edge of the couch roll on the “front side,” and he would turn the 
hand screw on the guide roll a couple of turns, which would 
shift the roll so as to cause the wire to run to the back side; then 
he would and then 
would go back to the wire and note the change in its position. 
The first two or three hours of his “tour” would be devoted to 
the guide roll of the wire, or until he felt sure of its action and 
its effect on the wire. 
he must still remember that guide roll, for should he check or 
move it and fail to keefi watch of it the wire would “run ashore” 
and be a total loss, and then it would be up to “Jim” to explain 
matters as best he could.

It made the wire business dull, and the 
inventor was everywhere hailed» as a hero, and the machine 
tenders of today little realize what extra work they escape by 
having the automatic wire guide. There have been improvefnents 
upon the first invention, but all are of the same principle—a “dog” 
attached to the roll works upon a ratchet wheel on a screw, which 
shifts the position of the guide roll every time it operates. Pans 
attached to a stick, and against which the edges of the wire runs, 
start the ratchet wheel in motion. 

Wires still “run ashore,” however, even with the automatic 
guide roll, but it is not so much the fault of the guide as it is that 
of the machine tender in not keeping the guide in good working 
order.

Advantages of Wet Beaten Pulp. 


Carl Eichhorn, a German builder of beating engines, gives his 
views in the Papierfabrikant on the question of the preparation of 


wet beaten stuff. The first condition for obtaining wet stuff is 
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the proper ratio between the number of knives on the roll and the 
The old fashioned beaters of 


number of knives in the bed plate. 
small capacity had very light rolls, in fact when dense masses of 
fibre came under the roll the latter used to jump up. These light 
rolls, even when hard down, used to give wet beaten rag stuff of 
very strong quality, because the pressure per square inch of bed 
plate was only small, whereas a modern heavy roll working on the 
same or only slightly larger bed plate would tend to cut the fibre 
into small fragments. The work of the beater roll is not entirely 
expressed by the number of knife strokes per revolution; a roll 
with sixty knives on a bed plate of fifteen knives would give 900 
strokes per revolution, so would a roll with 900 knives on a bed 
plate with the knife, but the effects would be very different. In 
the latter case every fibre would be drawn between the knives 
end on, and every stroke would be a cutting stroke. 

With a broad bed plate with several knives the fibres take a 
complicated path across the bed plate, being thrown slantwise 
and crosswise, and receive the strokes in every conceivable direc- 
tion. For wet beating, the bed plate must be much broader than 
usual, and with a heavy roll the bed plate should contain at least 
thirty-five to forty knives. If then the knives of the roll be broad, 
the pressure per square inch of bed plate may still be as low as in 
the case of the old fashioned beaters, and it will be impossible to 
beat the stuff “dead” even when the roll is down. But however 
favorable the design of the beater, wet stuff can only be got by 
loading it in a very concentrated state, For this class of work 
rapid travel of the stuff is not desirable, and with Eichhorn’s pat- 
ent circular the pulp still has a sufficient travel even at 20 per

of construction as regards the ratio of the number of knives on roll 
and bed plate are somewhat different from those required for rag 
pulps. The general principle is, however, the same, broad knives 
on the roll working on a comparatively large number of broad 
knives on the bed plate. A certain “lashing” action on the pulp is 
necessary in addition to the beating, and the travel is so slow as to 
be scarcely perceptible.

To carry 

out systematically any scheme based upon his ideas was impossi- 

ble, and all that could be done was to strike for one or two things 

at a time and to work them out on the ground as best he might. 
Wuat Was ACcoMPLISHED, 

With these conditions at the start the following improvements 
may be said to have been due directly to the application of prac- 
tical forestry to the company’s tract: 

(1) Increased economy in utilizing the stock of timber standing 
on the land 

(2)

EcoNoMY AND WASTE. 

The first thing that impressed the forester upon entering the 
service of the company was the great and needless waste in log- 
ging. Of the several causes to which this was due the most im- 
portant and the remediable one was that close thinking had sel- 
dom been put into this side’ of the work. Old logging bosses had 
often formed practice without regulation. Strange to say, too, the 
worst offenders were not the logging contractors, but the company’s 
own men, and these often the valued and the best. The 
amount of labor required to get them to pick up small items was 
truly surprising. This was due, however, to their training. For 
years they had been judged mainly by the cost of their logging. 
“Cheap logs, cheap logs,” had been dinned into their ears until 
they could hardly recognize any other tune, and it consequently 
took two years of steady hammering before they could really be- 
lieve that the company wanted them to go to extra expense to 
pick up inferior material. 

Waste in logging occurred in the following forms: 
stumps, (2) 


most 


(1) High 
large tops left in the woods, (3) the use of the axe 
instead of the saw, (4) trees cut and left in the woods, (5) dead 
or down trees which contained good lumber not taken, (6) mer- 
chantable logs used in building skidways, roads and camps. 

To secure complete economy it proved certain in this case at 
least that regular, frequent and thorough inspection was the one 
indispensable thing. Supplementary to this printed instructions 
were issued to foremen which covered the sources of waste just 
given, and where contractors were employed the question of waste 
was carefully dealt with in the contracts. Usually the contract 
specified that stumps should be cut as low as the swell of the 
roots, or within a specified distance from the soil; that when deep 
snow lay on the ground it should he shoveled from the base of the 
trees to be cut, or else cutting should cease entirely; that the saw 
should be used in place of the axe, and that lodged trees and 
merchantable timber used in skidways and elsewhere should finally 
be taken for lumber or pulp. Reform could not move too fast, 
however, or without clear understanding on the part of all con- 
cerned, for men might have been disgruntled and work thrown 
out of gear. 

Greater difficulty was encountered in matters in which desired 
standards could not be so sharply specified. Windfalls and dead 
standing timber are common in the virgin spruce woods of New

At the expense of a good deal 
of labor thrown away in testing, this class of timber was carefully 
picked up. In just such a case as this, where expense has con- 
stantly to be balanced with availability at the mill, was shown the 
utility of inspection \ thoroughly posted man was on the ground 
every two or three weeks during the logging season to explain 
requirements, settle doubtful points, and keep things up to tone 
That this paid for itself was perfectly evident. If ordinary logging 
was costing $4 per thousand, it might cost half as much more to 
pick up the windfalls and dry timber, a fact which told in the 
average cost of the whole cut. And yet at that figure there was 
a margin on even low grade lumber, while much of the material 
gained was as good as the best. As a matter of fact the rate of 
profit on all this class of stuff was larger than that on the main 
output of many other industries, while the amount saved the com- 
pany would have made a handsome business for many lumbermed?. 

An idea of results of this system may be gathered from the fol- 
lowing table, which shows for six logging camps the actual 
amount of merchantable timber cut and left on the ground. In 
order to ascertain what the waste was, the writer for two winters 
went systematically over all the roads cut from these six camps, 
noting every departure from the standard of economy prescribed. 
It will be seen that the total loss and waste in 15,600,000 feet cut 


. * . 
was 250,000 feet, or 1.47 per cent. Much of this, too, was unavoid- 


trip of about 150 miles. Within this area conservative cutting 
was to be practiced, and in every way the work was to be put on 
the highest practicable plane. What conservative cutting meant 
under the circumstances was by no means an easy matter to de 
termine. A general diameter limit was very far from solving the 
problem. Things had to be settled on the ground in accordance 
with the circumstances of each case. The general plan followed, 
as nearly as it can be put on paper, was this: The mountains and 
ridge tops were stripped of their softwood timber because of the 
risk in such situations from wind. The same was done in dis- 
tant corners, and on very rough ground where a logging opera- 
tion necessarily involved great expense. There will be no return 
to such places until the appearanec of an entirely new crop suffi- 
cient to make a logging operation pay. In mixed stands of 
hardwoods and softwoods, on the other hand, the softwoods be- 
low a diameter of approximately 12 inches were left standing. 
This amounted ordinarily to perhaps 2,000 feet per acre. Bunches 
of timber composed chiefly of young growth, with no dead or 


down timber, were left intact. 


Spruce growth on the lower ground presented the hardest 
problem. If large and in dense stand there was no doubt that it 
must be cut clean. On the other hand, shorter and smaller stuff, 
well rooted as it sometimes was, could be thinned out to any 
extent desired. In the medium stands, however, came the op- 
portunity for nice judgment and knowledge of local conditions. 
To prevent windthrow strong strips and bunches were left, roads 
were kept at least 4.or 5 rods apart, and sometimes trees would 
be left standing which from every other point of view it was 
desirable to cut. Frequently a third or half of all the stand

able. It would have cost more than the stuff was worth to get it. 
The gross gain from inspection alone, without reference to any 
written orders, is believed to have been at least 1,000,000 in 15,- 
600,000 board feet, which in a cut of 70,000,000 feet would represent 
a stumpage value of $25,000. 

Thus the fuller utilization of material was not brought about in 
the office or by any other short and easy method, but by frequent 
and thorough inspection in the woods, by bringing the foremen up 
to time, and holding them in their turn to very careful oversight 
of their crews. 

GENERAL MANAGEMENT. 

In considering the advisability of conservative cutting the com- 
pany had taken into consideration all factors for and against it, 
and had formulated in their own minds what they believed was 
the best policy to pursue in their logging work. Certain tracts 
where the fire risk was great, especially bordering railroads, they 
determined to cut clean. Land very expensive to operate they 
disposed of in the same way. Other tracts not seriously jeopar- 
dized by fire, and where drivable streams and the lay of the ground 
made lumbering fairly cheap, they determined to cut more lightly, 
with a view to assecond crop, and perhaps later ones. This policy 
was the company’s own, and to everyone qualified to judge it 
seemed then, as it seems now, a sound one. 

The logging work over which the writer had regular and im- 
mediate oversight amounted to about 20,000,000 feet per year, and 
was scattered among ten camps, te cover which required a round

But that 
was the best that could be done unless we were ready to strip the 
country. Such cutting secured also the effect of thinning; not 
an ideal thinning, to be sure, but still of considerable practical 
effect. 

Wind was, nearly everywhere, the big limiting and controlling 
factor. Spruce is a shallow rooted tree and is therefore very 
liable to be thrown by wind. The Androscoggin country, too, is 
cne most open to such loss. Virgin stands on mountains and ridge 
tops are frequently blown down, and in such places there is no 
safety whatever for thinned timber. It was poor business to 


leave stuff to blow down, for even if it went down in such quanti- 
> 


ties that the company could afford to pick it up, that would have 
been at increased expense. A system like that of the Black 
Forest, for instance, which, in spite of the skilled and detailed 
handling, yields on the average a fourth of the yearly product in 
windfalls, had it been put in operation here, would have con- 
demned the whole system. 

Such was the system finally settled on after a good deal of wear 
and tear, friction with logging bosses, experiment, and some mis- 
takes involving appreciable loss. The ideal was nowhere achieved, 
but the main purposes of forestry, nevertheless, were carried out. 
This was done, moreover, without cost to the owners, bécause the 
big timber was taken out for as little or less cost per thousand

Many of the older men had been practically undis- 
turbed in their sphere for years, and had fallen into the habit of 
visiting their crews about once a day, and spending the rest of the 
time if they felt like it in camp. For a new man to bring about a 
change in this matter was, of course, delicate work. The best 
weapon at hand was thorough inspection, which meant going over 
the work regularly and thoroughly, taking note of every item of 
waste, watching for stuff left standing that was likely to blow 
down, showing the man on the spot just where his work failed 
from the ideal, and leaving in the camp a written report—a dupli- 
cate of which was sent to the office—of just what was found. 
There was sometimes a surprisingly quick and striking result from 
this system. 

LocaTION oF Roaps. 


A factor which had much to do with the cutting of the timber 
was the location of the roads. When these had once been spotted 
out it was determined what was to be cut, and if a thinking man 
located them he could be of good service keeping them away from 
bunches of young timber. The spotting of yarding roads, there- 
fore, was taken away from the choppers, whenever possible, and 
given to the foreman. The old system of road running was also 
modified. As few roads as possible were to be employed, so a 
greater number of branch roads were run in modification of the 
old parallel system. 

MARKING AND FELLING. 


Marking the timber to be cut ahead of the operations was, after 
a fair trial, found to be ineffective and unsatisfactory. The fore- 
men would take no interest in it themselves, and nothing else 
made the old loggers so angry or so destroyed their interest in 
their work. Further, it was found that in the company’s timber 
and under the existing conditions, niarking could hardly be done to 
advantage ahead of the operations, especially in advance of the 
location of the roads. The wind question, for one thing, was too 
A man could not tell how the resulting stand was 
going to look until it was actually opened up. Moreover, with an 
active, interested foreman, one who undertsood what was wanted 
in the way of cutting, marking the timber was not essential to 
secure a very fair result. A

several times a day could get just about such trees cut as he

wanted, and in that way also he could see how the cutting looked 
as it went along. An inspection of each road before the choppers 
left it was a regular feature of the foreman’s duties. If any de- 
fective trees had been left, or any that he thought would blow 
down, it was not to late to get them out. 

There were tricks in smail 
Sometimes a big 
tree could be let down equally well in two or three directions, and 
the chopper, if he would notice in which direction promising young 
Occasionally there would be a chopper 
among the crews who could be got to do that. Another good and 
inexpensive plan was to fell the heavy crowned spruce directly into 
the roads, where they would be no damage. If they lay at an 
angle with the road they could be dragged in by the team instead 
If the log in this position 
made a hard pull, they took it first and made up the load below.

Report of the Berlin Testing Institute. 

The annual report of the Royal Prussian “Materialpriifungsamt,” 
at Gross-Lichterfelde West, Berlin, has just been issued. This of 
ficial testing institute is divided into six departments, equipped for 
the testing of materials, products and apparatus of six main 
branches of industry. 

Department No. 3 is devoted to the paper and textile industries 
and is under the direction of Professor Herzberg. During the year 
1906 this department has examined 1,198 sets of samples, of which 
1,006 related to the paper industry, twenty-five being from abroad 
(three from England). 

A very interesting portion of the report is that describing cases 
of falsification of documents in which expert advice was given on 
questions relating to papers and inks. Most of these questions 
were decided by photographic methods assisted by chemical tests 
It is interesting to note that old documents on which the ink has 
faded so as to be illegible may be freshened up temporarily by ex- 
posure to the vapors of sulphide of ammonium 

The bulk of the routine work of the institute is devoted to the 
testing of papers on behalf of public offices and private firms, offi- 
cial samples constituting about 60 per cent. of the total. It is a 
valuable testimony of the useful work which the institute has ef- 
fected to record that over 90 per cent. of the samples examined 
were found to fulfill the specifications on which they were ordered 

The institute performs an important function in collecting and 
investigating foreign made specialties which are admittedly su- 
perior to the German manufacturers who desire to imitate them. 
During the past year the institute has thus contributed to the es- 
tablishment in Germany of the manufacture of typewriter ribbons 
and paper cement bags equal in quality to the imported articles. 
Further, the institute is engaged on a research on the durability of 
papers and the influence of the various fibrous and non-fibrous 
constitutents. Such a research involves records of tests made on 
samples of known composition extending over a long period of 


years, but an appeal which was made to the trade to supply such 
authenticated samples has not met with the response which it 
deserved. 

Lastly, like the English Society of Arts, the institute is engaged 
on an inquiry into the causes and prevention of the decay of the 
paper of important books of reference in the public libraries and 
museums. In this work the institute is receiving the co-operation 
from the officials of the record offices and of the Berlin University 
Library. For twenty years past the institute has issued warnings 
to publishers who select the paper, even of valuable books, accord- 
ing to its cheapness and appearance rather than its wearing quali- 
ties, and the resutls of such a policy are now beginning to make 
themselves felt in a very serious manner, particularly in reference 
libraries, where the books are at the disposal of the public, 


Unfavorable Logging Conditions in Ottawa Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Orrawa, January 6, 1908.—The winter so far for shanty opera- 
tion with the Ottawa Valley pulp and paper manufacturers has 
been unfavorable. Considerable difficulty is experienced in hauling 
logs. The other day the E. B. Eddy Company, of Hull, sent four 
carloads of horses to Des Moines River, and it was not certain 
whether they could be taken to their destination as soon as they 
would be needed. Harder freezing weather to keep the snow is 
what all the lumber men wish for. 

Pulp wood has become more plentiful for manufacture, but wood 
pulp is extremely scarce. Inquiries for the latter are being re- 
ceived from all parts of the world, and also for sulphite fibre, but 
there does not seem to be any to spare. 

The aggressive policy of the forestry branch of the Dominion 
Government was explained in a lecture last week by the super- 
intendent, R. H. Campbell. A comparative statement which he 
made shows Canada with some 500,000,000 square miles of wooded 
country, Germany 34,000,000, Norway and Sweden 50,000,000. Al- 
though Manitoba was called the prairie province it has many hun- 
dreds of acres of spruce forest fit for pulp making 
the Swan Lake region and north of that.

In carrying out the 
scheme for forest preservation many ideas were borrowed from 
Germany. The regeneration of trees in the north and west of 
Canada, though expensive, he said would more than recoup the 
Government for the outlay G.

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MAKING PAPERS MORE ABSORBENT. 


By an Improved Mechanism Fibres Can Be Run into Strands, the 
Same to Be Used in Making Absorbent Papers Having 
Better Distributive Qualities and More Efficient. 


Willard R. Green, of Muscatine, Ia., has been granted United 


States Patent No. 875,069 on an improved mechanism for making 
paper fibre strands to be used in making absorbents with efficient 
distributive qualities as far as the liquids to be absorbed are con- 
cerned. 

Referring to his patent Mr. Green says: 

“It will be remembered that in using some kinds of absorptive 
materials, such, for instance, as fine vegetable fibres massed to- 


gether, such as cotton or linen fibre, for instance, there is a 
marked tendency in many cases, especially where the fluids to be 
absorbed are of a slightly pasty or albuminous character or of a 
coagulative nature, for the thicker components of the fluid to form 
a coating over the exterior mass of the fibre and so prevent the 
efficient operation of the fibre as an absorbent for the more fluid 
portions of the substances to be absorbed. 

“One of the objects of my present improvement is to provide 
a method for commercially manufacturing material to minimize 
these objections. Relatively fine fibres such as wood fibres so called 
will be formed together in some suitable manner into a sheet, and 
this be converted into relatively large fibre like bodies or fibre 
strands, and by mingling these together either by themselves or 
mixed with another and preferably finer fibre component, thereby 
cbtaining a highly active absorbent quality, while maintaining the 
mass of the whole sufficiently open in its texture and composition 
to provide for the necessary free distribution between such larger 
strands of which the same is composed. 

“Reference may be made to my copending application, Serial 
No. 295,908, filed January 13, 1906, wherein one feature of the 
improvement relates to the reinforcement of the fibre strands in 
such a manner that each will bé self sustaining and resist com- 


pression and matting when the mass is subjected to pressure and 
to the action of fluid. And this present improvement relates to the 


production, from sheets made of some fibrous absorptive which 
had been treated upon one side with some adhesive substance in 
the nature of a glue or cement-like material non-soluble in water, of 
elongated curved bodies, which from the fact that they are made 


from fibres, and from the fact that they somewhat resemble 
strands, will in the present description be referred to as fibre 
strands, although viewed from certain aspects they might not 
really be designated as strands, but for the purpose of the present 
description it appears that such use is sufficiently accurate. Not 
only is the prepared stock sheared into bodies of curved formation, 
but to these is given a curly or spiral formation, 

“Drawings illustrating means by which my present improve- 
ment may be carried out accompany this specification, and are 
similar to the drawings in my copending application filed January 
13, 1906, Serial No. 295,907, for machine for making paper fibre 
strands, and wherein 

“Fig. 1 illustrates a front view of a form of shearing and curling 
mechanism. Fig. 2 is. an end view thereof. Fig. 3 is a plan view. 
Fig. 4 is a perspective detail of one of the cutters detached,

showing in it the act of severing two strips from a sheet of stock. 
Fig. 5 is a diagram of a strip of the stock as it is cut by the 
zigzag feed; and Fig. 6 is a detail of one of the shavings from 
the strip which are herein referred to as fibre strands.” 


Railroad Company Buys Ties from Hawaii and Japan. 

A striking instance of the scarcity of timber suitable for railroad 
ties in the United States is seen in the recent purchase of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Railway Company of 2,800,000 ties 
of chia wood from a lumber company operating in the Hawaiian 


Islands. It has been difficult for some time for the railroads of 
this country to obtain wooden ties satisfactory both in quantity and 
quality, and many of them have been looking about for an oppor- 
tunity to purchase tie timber in other countries.’ 

During a recent trip of this kind by a representative of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Railway Company, arrangements 
were made for the purchase of ties, not only in the Hawaiian 
Islands but also in Japan.

Good Results from Sorting Wood. 


A correspondent of the Wochenblatt fiir 
Papierfabrikation writes that his firm had 
exhausted all methods of increasing the 
yield from pulp wood without attaining a 
really satisfactory result. On consulting an 
expert on that subject they took his advice 
by discarding hand slicing machines and 
other old fashioned appliances and installing 
a modern longitudinal slicer. The result 
was soon discovered to be favorable; but 
acting on a further suggestion of the ex- 
pert, they tried the plan of sorting the wood 
for quality. The inferior wood was used 
for Kraft pulp and the best for white 
ground pulp. This idea proved entirely suc- 
cessful, the yield being larger and the qual- 
ity of the ground wood superior, there 
being, moreover, less wear upon the grind- 
stones. The manufacture of Kraft pulp had 
also gained through the separation of the 
branches from the choicer portions of the 
wood.

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Says Smoke Consuming Device Is 0. K. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., January 7, 1908.—Owing to the anti-smoke 
agitation, instituted last spring by the Municipal Improvement 
League of this city, the New York Air Brake Company, of this 
city, installed an automatic stoker. General Superintendent F. J. 
Trinder, of the New York Air Brake Company, found the device 
not only did away with the smoke evil but materially reduced the 
amount of coal consumed. The success of the venture has at- 
tracted considerable attention of the manufacturers of the Black 
River Valley, and an order has been placed by the Taggart Broth- 
ers Company, paper manufacturer, for a like device. Others are 
likely to follow.

New Dominion Forest Inspector—New Limit Regulations. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Avpany, N. Y., January 7, 1908.—A special dispatch from Ot- 
tawa, the capital of the Dominion of Canada, says that the Depart- 
ment of the Interior has tendered to A.. Knechtel, of Albany, N. Y., 
an expert forester employed by the New York State Forest, Fish 
and Game Commission. the position of Inspector of Forest Re- 
serves for the Dominion. Mr. Knechtel has accepted and the In- 
terior Department considers that its staff in the forestry branch 
has been most materially strengthened. 

The same dispatch states that the department has received the 
new sections regulating the granting of licenses to cut timber on 
Dominion lands in the West. These have been substituted for the 
old ones, and from now on the old regulations established in 1898 
will be cancelled. ‘Some of the features of the new sections provide 
that timber limits will henceforward be sold by public auction. A 
list of persons to whom notice of all sales of timber is given is to 
be kept in the Department at Ottawa, and any person who applies 
formally by letter will have his name placed on this list. Timber 
berths before being sold are to be examined by a qualified timber 
cruiser in the service of the Government. An upset price based on 
his report will be fixed. Sixty days’ notice must be given. These 
are the most essential changes from the old regulations.

Effects of Short Water Supply in Germany. 


Although latest reports indicate some improvement in the con- 

dition of the German and Austrian rivers, the want of rain dur- 
ing the last few months led to their having been in many cases 
almost dried up, even the Alpine and other mountain streams, 
from which an abundant supply of water is usually derived. In 
consequence many of the wood grinding establishments dependent 
on water supply for their motive force have had either partially or 
wholly to shut down. The paper manufacturers have thus been 
unable to get their supplies of German pulp in accordance with 
contracts made. Scandinavian ground wood is dearer than Ger- 
man and is very scarce, being, moreover, unsuitable for the con- 
sumption of that market. 
* Shortness of water supply has likewise affected the productive 
capacity of the paper mills, advances in the value of the manu- 
factured product being regarded by the Papier-Zeitung as inevit- 
able. The situation was in the middle of December worse than 
during the dry season of 1904, and unless heavy rains fall during 
the winter serious apprehensions are entertained regarding the 
future. 

Paper stock (and in particular old paper) has generally ad- 
vanced in price, and the adjustment of values of paper is regarded 
as a matter of primary necessity for that branch of German 
industry,
